McCarthy does little to hide his disdain 
for CeaseFire and credits the approach of 
other anti-violence groups, including one in 
Providence, R.I., for finding a way “to work 
closely with police while also maintaining a 
separate relationship with the community” 

“Working hand and glove, not working on 
your own, and then coming back to us and 
telling us that you did something. ... That’s 
the nature of the relationship that we’re 
trying to establish,” he told reporters last 
month. “We need to be in the field together 
at times, and we need to be in the field sepa- 
rately at times.” 

But CeaseFire contends it risks losing 
credibility on the street with gang elements 
if its largely ex-felon employees come off as 
snitches for the department. 

Since CeaseFire began working in Wood- 
lawn and North Lawndale, the results appear

and at least 10 nonfatal shootings took place

“Right now we’re winning in Woodlawn,” 
Hardiman said. “We’re kind of breaking even 
in North Lawndale, but we’re making a lot of 
progress in both of those areas.” 

But McCarthy remains unsure how much 
credit CeaseFire deserves for the improving 
homicide and shooting numbers. 

‘All we have are anecdotes, and we’re try- 
ing to figure out if it is in fact working,” he 
told reporters last month. “The anecdotal 
evidence is not empirical.”

The last city election in 2011, in which 
Emanuel became mayor, ushered in three 
new aldermen under 40 years old.

The young guns currently 
on the City Council represent North Center, 
Bronzeville, South Shore, West Lawn and 
Garfield Park. 

Aldermen typically are the first point of 
contact when residents have complaints 
about their neighborhoods — from graffiti to 
parking to garbage collection. The politicians, 
who are charged with balancing the needs of 
the community and those of businesses, vote 
on citywide ordinances, have a say over local 
matters and prioritize ward projects. They

Make mine a mocktail, please! Restaurants take 


in drinks way beyond the Shirley Temple

Guests at cocktail-centric hot spots used to have just a few, bland 
options if they didn’t want to order alcohol with a meal— basi- 
cally, water, iced tea or ginger ale. The tide is changing, though, 
as restaurants apply the same attention to detail once reserved 
for cocktails to non-alcoholic drinks. Unconventional and exotic 
ingredients such as sweet potatoes and pickled plums are finding 
their way into house-made sodas and syrups, while fresh juices 
and herbs replace canned or pre-mixed ingredients. The creativity 
of this new breed of mocktail is even converting some wine and 
cocktail drinkers— as is the promise of a hangover-free morning.

Pairings 

Months before they even sit down 
to eat, diners with reservations to 
Grant Achatz’s revered Next restau- 
rant in the West Loop have shelled 
out hundreds of dollars and navi- 
gated an advanced online ticketing 
system. 

After all that fuss, wouldn’t they 
need a glass of wine? Apparently 
not. 

“Sometimes, we have half the din- 
ing room doing non-alcoholic pair- 
ings,” said Bobby Murphy, a server 
at Next who oversees the non-alco- 
holic drink options, which can be 
paired with the multi-course meal 
(currently $58 for pairings) just like 
wines or beer ($78 for pairings) are. 
“It’s increasing with every menu.” 

Next’s menu and theme, be it the 
cuisine of Japan or turn-of-the-cen- 
tury Paris, changes entirely every 
few months, as do the complex non- 
alcoholic pairings. 

Murphy who works closely with 
executive chef Dave Beran and the 
rest of the kitchen, has concocted 
out-of-the-box creations such as a 
sparkling coconut water with saf- 
fron, and a sweet potato, tea and 
melon drink. Next’s upcoming 
menu, which begins in May and will 
be completely vegan, gives Murphy 


the most freedom yet. 

“It’s going to be the menu that 
catches people by surprise. I think 
the drinks have to match that,” he 
said. “I have some fresh ideas that 
are probably a little crazy People are 
going to remember these.” 

At Green Zebra, a sophisticated 
vegetarian restaurant in West Town, 
beverage director Kristin Rekucki 
also creates house-made, seasonal 
sodas, teas and lemonades that can 
be paired with the five-course tast- 
ing menu ($10 for pairings). 

“It’s nice for people in cultures 
who don’t drink, people who can’t 
drink, or people who are just like 
‘Wow those look interesting,’ ” said 
Lis David, Green Zebra’s general 
manager. ‘A lot of couples who do 
the tasting menu, one wiU choose 
the wine pairings and the other does 
non-alcoholic so they can try both.” 

Lemonades 

While the cliche of a three-martini 
lunch might still be the norm in 
certain industries, GT Fish & Oys- 
ter’s general manager Chris Haisma 
estimates that the majority of lem- 
onades on the River North restau- 
rant’s lunch and brunch menus are 
ordered virgin ($5), even though all 
can be made with booze ($10).

For diners who need to return to the of- 
fice or finish downtown errands, the four 
seasonal virgin lemonades in flavors such as 
the Stoney Island (apricot, lemon, mango and 
iced tea) or the Peach Cider (white peach, 
lemon, ginger-apple syrup and cider) offer 
options beyond just water or coffee. 

“When most people go out to lunch, they 
have water, iced tea, an Arnold Palmer, or lem- 
onade,” Haisma said. “We thought Why not 
do something cool with it?’ and be able to say 
to people, ‘Have you seen our lemonade list?’ ”

Makers of IPA glass 
claim It enhances flavor

Should you be immediately skeptical of the design of Spiegelau’s 
new glass designed specifically for India pale ales, you may want 
to know that Ken Grossman was too. 

The founder of Sierra Nevada Brewing Co., who sat on a 
panel that chose the glass from about a dozen prototypes, ad- 
mitted that the glass looks, well, let’s go with Grossman’s word: 
“unusual.” 

“We sort of chuckled about it,” Grossman said. “But we kept 
coming back to the fact that it really enhances the aroma.” 

And there you have the point of Spiegelau’s IPA glass, which 
will be in stores May i. Created in conjunction with Grossman 
and Sam Calagione, founder of Dogfish Head Brewery the un- 
likely shape is designed to highlight not just an IPA’s flavor but 
its floral, piney citrus-heavy aroma. When drinking an IPA, the 
relationship between aroma and flavor is important. 

“Flavor is mainly aroma,” Grossman said. “%u drink what 
you smell.” 

While many beer glasses can be appropriate for an IPA— 
classic American pint glasses need not apply — Spiegelau’s vice 
president of sales in the U.S., Matt Rutkowski, believes he and 
his panel of craft beer all-stars have found the standard. 


WANT TO GET IT? 

Branded versions of Spiegelau’s IPA glass are available for $9 
at sierranevada.com and dogfish.com. On May 1, unbrand- 
ed versions will become available in $25 two-packs from 
spiegeiauusa.com and retailers including Bloomingdale’s, 
Williams-Sonoma and Crate & Barrel. 


The shape of the glass, Rutkowski said, pours an ideal flow 
onto the palate for such flavorful beer: short of a gulp but be- 
yond a sip. Meanwhile, its oval-shaped bowl allows an IPAs 
pungency to coalesce in the nose while the ridges along its stem 
agitate the beer with each drink, releasing added aroma and fla- 
vor. 

The glass also is part of Rutkowski’s ongoing agenda to de- 
monize the American pint glass, which he compared to “drink- 
ing from a bucket.” Grossman seconded the sentiment, saying 
he winces at the sight of his weU-hopped beers— such as Sierra 
Nevada Pale Ale or Torpedo Extra IPA— served in such glasses. 

So is the IPA glass the remedy? We compared it to a few other 
glasses and came down on the side of “^s, but it’s not essential.” 

Whatever you do, just leave that pint glass on the shelf
